what need here of any fingling themſelves, or a Par- 


I left every body to 
their own Conſcience ; and had thoſe who felt 
themſelves touch'd, conceal'd the Sting within their 
own Breaſt, there had been tilt a Peace betwixt' us. 
If'a Man wipes the Dirt off his Face, that has been 
thrown at him in the Street, I hope he may do it 
without any affront to the Paſſers-by. His Com- 
plaint in gezeral of being abus'd, is only a Natural 


Right ; thoſe that are innocent need not be much 


concern'd to clear themſelves from the Charge ; and 
ſuch as are guilty avoid all Quarrel, if they but hold 


their Tongues. The Papi/t therefore Miſrepreſented 


and Repreſented might very well have pafſs'd with- 
out moving of Choler, if thoſe who will have them- 
klves not concern'd at all, had not been too much 
concern'd to wipe off the Imputation. This had 
been a means of preſerving a mutual Peace from the 
beginning.

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The Occafion of my writing the Papsyt Mz repres 


ſented and Repreſented, was this ; 1 found that the 


People in Zxg/and had a very falſe Notion of Popery, 
or of the Faith and Docrine of Rowan: Catholicks; 
that there was ſcarce any one Article ot their Creed, 
any one Practice of their Church, which- was nox 
falſly drawn in the Imagination of the Vulgar, either 
blackned with Calumnies, or disfigur'd with preju. 
dic'd Interpretations or malicious Miſconftructions; 
that hence aroſe ſo great a hatred againſt all of that 
Communion, that the Comprehenſive Precept of 
Loving ones Neighbour, ſeem'd now to admit with 
the Zealous of a neceſſary Exception againſt all of 
that Profeſſion ; and the. Deſign of rooting out PF 
pery , a ſufficient Diſpenfation for the violating all 
other: Duties, both to God, the King, and our 
Neighbour. 

This Uncharitable Temper I could not but look 
upon as ill becoming a Chriſtian Name ; | and that 
to endeavour to remedy it, would not be only 16 
ceptable to Catholzcks, but even to Proteſtants too; 
who, I preſum'd, would be as willingly prevented 
trom doing an Injury to their Neighbours, as thi 
others would be willing nor to be injur'd : it being 
a greater Concern of a Church not to do an Injury, 
than to receive one. 

For the removing therefore this Scandal from 
Chriſtianity, and hindring Men from maligning 8nd 
railing againſt their Neighbours, for the talſe Cot 
ceits of their own Imaginations, by what means 16 
ever taken up by them, I thought it no ll Expedr 
ent, to declare ſincerely what is really the Zairh of a 
Catholick : and to ſhew more clearly how different ! 
is, from what it is vulgarly faid to be, I drew ou

I thought theſe Titles juſtifiable enough, in as much 


as the one deſcribes a Papiſt otherwiſe than he really 
is, disfigur'd with falfe Colours, and artificially tur- 
ned into a Monſter, by a deform'd Dreſs, thrown 
over him by ſuch, who through ignorance or malice 
are willing to render him Ridiculous : While the 
other ſets himout diveſted of this Bug: bear Habit, 


_ and ſhews him in his own genuine Shape and Com- 


plexton. 

- This inoffenſive proceeding of mine, as I thoughe 
and meant it, paſs'd not long without an Adverſary, 
who proclaim'd to the World that he had Anſwered 
and Confuted the Book : But what, and how has he 
done it? He ſays, he has prov'd that the Charader 
of a Papiſt Miſrepreſented contains nothing in it which 


. tn a STRICT and PROPER ſenſe can be calhd a Miſ= 


repreſentation : That 7t contains no Miſrepreſentation 
PROPERLIT focall'd. That there is nothing of Mifſ- 
repreſentation PROPERLY lo call'd. This1s the way 
he has anſwer'd and confuted it: and for this he 1s 
ſet up upon every Stall, as bidding me defiance, and

But really the World is over haſty in proclaiming 
men at Odds. I love Peace too well, to fall out about 
fuch Trifles. Let thoſe who have a mind toir, fight

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my, who demands.no more of me- than this: Ile 
willingly yeild my right in ſuch a Point as this, ra- 
ther than make an Adverſary of one, who is ſo civil 
to ask no more. Nay rather than fail of obliging my 
Anſwerer, Ile een crave his pardon, for pon him | 
to the trouble of reinforcing his praots a Second 
time. He ſays here {p. 2.) He hop'd the talk of Mic 
repreſenting would have been at an end : After he had 
prov'd, to, wit, in his Former Reply, that the Cha- 
raCter of a Papiſt Miſrepreſented contain'd no Miſre- 
preſentation properly fo call'd, in its rid and proper 
Senſe. And really 'twas only through miſtake, and 
not deſign, that I have been ſo troubleſome to ob- 
lige him even to the talk of Miſrepreſenting beyond 
his expeCtation. For had I but imagin'd that that 
had been the utmoſt of his deſign in his laſt*Ten 
Sheets, I ſhould certainly have ſo far condeſcended to 
ſo Gentile an Adverſary, as to have ſpar'd him the 
Charges and Sweat of laying down his Proofs 
again, | 

And therefore that he may not be importun'd with 
any farther talk of Miſrepreſenting for the future, I 
do. here in compliance with him ſolemnly declare, 
that the Title of the Papiſt Miſrepreſented, is not to 
be takeninits /tri@ and proper Senſe, as Miſrepreſent- 
7ng ſignifies only downright Lying, or falſly charging 
matter of Fat; the whole Charafter being not indeed 
of this Nature : Burt. in its /arger or leſs proper Senſe; 
as.it comprehends both Lying, Calumniating, Miſin- 
terpreting, Reproaching, Miſconſtruing, Miſ-judging, 
and whatever elſe of this kind ; For in this Senſe I 
don't find the Anſwerer has any. diſlike to it, - But in 
caſe this ſhould nor pleaſe him neither, Ile yield one 
ſtep lower, and will have Miſrepreſenting quite ny

ted out. But then he muſt give me leave to ſee, if I 

can pleaſe him with ſomething elſe'in its ſtead. - And 

what it I ſhould try if ſomething borrow'd from the 
French, would be more ſuitable to his humor ? That 
' Nation ſpeaks very politely and quaintly, it may be: 
a Title a+!a-mode de France may be as acceptable as 
their Faſhions, What then if I ſhould take Copy 
from the Ads of the General Aſſembly of the French 
Clergy lately Publiſhed ; and inſtead of that /mproper 
Engliſh word of Miſrepreſenting, prefix to my Book 
what they have done to their Complaint, viz. The 
Calumnies, Injuries and Palſities, which the Preten- 
ded Reformd publiſh in their Books and Sermons. 
againſt the Dotrine of the Church 2 It this will agree 

to the CharaQter in a more ſri and proper ſenſe,than 
Miſregreſenting , let me. but know. his Sentiments, 

and wee'l never fall out for want of ſuch a Refor- 
mation. 

But however that he may be ſenſible, how much 

he's to be engag'd to me for this condeſcention; I 

muſt aſſure him, that whatſoever I yield in this 

kind, is purely out of good nature, and for the love 

of Peace ; and not as oblig'd to it by force of his Ar- 
guments. For really to ſpeak freely and betwixt

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For were the Anti-Proteſter put to prove, that 
there can be no proper Miſrepreſentation , where 
there's an agreement about matter of Fai, I believe 
tis not every ordinary Topick would find him mat- 
ter for a Demonſtration. 
| For Miſrepreſenting ſeems to ſtand in oppoſition to 
Repreſenting ; and proper Repreſenting being nothing 
more, than the Deſcribing or ſhewing a thing as z? 
7s mit ſelf: As many waysas athing can be ſhewn 
otherwiſe than it is in it ſelf ; ſo many ways may it 
be properly Miſrepreſented. Now 'tis certain that for 
the deſcription to bear an exact reſemblance with the 


thing ; it muſt not only agree with it in matter of | 


Fat ; but likewiſein every other reſpect, which it 
pretends to declare, as in Motive, Circumſtance, Tn- 
tention, End, &c. The diſagreement in any gne of 
theſe, being enough to quite change the nature of 
the thing, notwithſtanding the matter of Fac being 
ſtill the fame. Nay many times even a Grin,a Wry 
Face, aShrug or a Frown is enough to Miſrepreſent 
any man, without belying him in matter of Fa. 


"Tis certain the Children of Reaben, and of Gad: 


and the half Tribe of Maneffeh, had been fouly Mif- 
repreſented, it upon fight of the A/tar raiſed by them 
on the Brink of Forday, they had been preſently de- 
clar'd as Rebels againſt God, by the other Ten Tribes, 
as Prevaricators of the Law of MOSES, and as Setters 
up of an Altar againſt the Altar of God and of Iſrael. 
This Hay had been certainly a Mifrepreſenration of 
the Two Tribes and a halt; becauſe tho' the matter 
of Fatt, viz. the building an Altar, was true beyond 
all exception ; yet becaule they raiſed this Altar, not 
for Burnt Offerings or for Sacrifice ; but to be a Te-

ftri and proper Senſe ; that therefore they might

nious enough , to invent ſomething like a Proof. 
geainſt him, and with Confidence infinuate 1t into: 


the populace ; tis no Mſrepreſenting him, to ſet him 


out for a Fool or a Knave. Let there be only fome: 
matter of Fact, which i1! Will can-but interpret: into. 
2 Crime, and his Reputation-4s forthwith brought to. 
the Stake. For tho* barely to defamean Honeſt Man,, 
would be a Miſrepreſentation, and a Sin : yet to. 
Preach and Poſt him up for a Rogue and a Villain,, 
andto-ſtand to it, and run.down. his. Credit. with a 
Ba Proof,.

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Proof, is no proper Miſrepreſentation at all, If the 
Two Elders had cried down Suſanna for a Harlot, 


without offering to prove their aſperſion, they had _ 
Miſrepreſented her then, it ſeems, according .to our | 


Anſwerer's Dofrine.: But becauſe their own Villany 
prompted them with a Proof againſt her Innocence, 
this ſo alter'd the Caſe, that a Vertuous Woman was 
painted out and decried for a Strumpet, and yet the 
Two Elders no Miſrepreſenters all the. while. No, 
by no means; this is too foul a Character tor them 
to bear, and they might be reaſonably concern'd to 
wipe oft the imputation ; they have a Proof tor what. 
they urge, they have a matter of Fa ot her being 
Alone and Naked in the Garden : and this makes her 
Credit a Subject of Diſpute, and not of Miſrepreſenta- 
tion. This is admirable I confeſs,and tho' that young 


youth Daxiel laid open the two Sages, for Perjury. 


and Falſe Accuſation ; yet they are beholden to this 
nicking Principle of our Anti-proteſter, for diſchar- 
ging them from the Infamy of Miſrepreſenting. 

And 'tis-not only theſe Two Old Sinners are in- 
debted to him for his Aſſiſtance: As many as have 
ever made uſe of thoſe FaſhionableTopickFof Calum- 
ny and Slander, and maliciouſly plotted againſt In- 
nocence by Perjury. and Defamation, muſt come 
and acknowledge their obligation , for his havin 


found them out a method, by which tho” they have 


turn'd White into Black, ſhewn Honeſt Men for 
Knaves, ſtamp'd Vice upon Virtue, made Wiſe men 
paſs for Fools, and always endeavour'd to repreſent 


things otherwiſe then they were.; yet they may till 


plauſibly quit themſelves trom the charge of proper 
Miſrepreſenting. 

And firſt let the Fews come; for tho' they cla- 

| mour'd 
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mour'd againſt our Saviour, and painted him out, as 


a Breaker of the Sabbath, as a Glutton, as a Friend 
and Companion of Publicans and Sinners, and that in 
Belzebub the Prince of the Devils. he caſted out De- 
ws ; yet this was no Miſrepreſenting of Chriſt, it 
ſeems ; for as long as there was a matter of Faf in 
all theſe caſes, *'twas no Miſrepreſenting, thus foul 
to blacken Innocence, and to Repreſent Chriſt other-- 
wiſe then he was. * , 

And may not all after. Fews, 1fidels, and Turks: 
come 1n too 2. For tho' they branded the Apoſtles as 
Troublers of the City, and movers of Sedition: Tho' 
they deftam'd the Chriſtians, as Saper/titious Fooliſh: 
and Bloody. ; tho'they decried them for Murdering 
Infants, and eating their Fleſh in their Aſſemblies, for 
Worſhipping the Sun, and adoring an Aſſes head for 
God ; and teaching a thouſand other Abſurdities and. 
Abominations., Yet if any one be ſo Bold as to call 
theſe Miſrepreſenters of the Chriſtians and of their 
Faith, the charge is not likely to paſs many days, 
without a return of ſomething which will be certain- 
ly call'd an Aſwer. 

'Nay let none ſtay out from acknowledging their: 
ſhare inthis ſavour, excepting only ſuch Dull Souls, 


who have Malice enough to calumniate, but want | 


wit to give a Reaſos for what they do, or can find no 
matter of Fa# on which to ground their Scandal, or 
which they are not able to make Criminal by Inter- 
pretation. For as for all others,. who carry on thelr. 
Buſineſs by Calumny and Scandal, and can give a 
reaſon for it, they may go on as to this point; this 
dalvo is a. General diſcharge, by which they may ſe- 
curely take away any mans Good name tor the future,, 
Without being Miſrepreſenters. 


And: 
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And'tis by this admirable Plea, the Antiproteſeer 


"has abſolv'd all rhe Antient and Modern Proteſtant 
CharaQer-drawers of Popery, from the infamy of 
Miſrepreſenting. For tho' they expoſe a Lift of pre. 
tended Popiſh DoQrines to the People, ufher'd in 
with They teach this, They Believe that, They ſay thi, 


They affirm that, and under theſe Preambles charge 


the Papiſts for aſſerting and believing ſuch Blaſphe- 


mies and Abominations, which they would ſooner 


loſe their Lives than aſlent to: Yet theſe are no 


Miſrepreſenters, as long as they can find ſome matter 


.of Fact, on which to ground theſe charges. But 


whether it be with reaſon or without reaſon, that's 
no matter, only diſtinguiſh, ſays he, (p. 4.) between 
matters -of Repreſentation and Diſpute: And if the 
matter of Fatt they charge the Papiſts with be tru, 
they are no Miſrepreſenters ; as for their Reaſons and 
Arguments , 1 will not undertake to defend all the 
Reaſonings of Proteſtants. So that let them traduce 
the Papiſts andtheir Doarine never ſo odiouſly, yet 
they are no Miſrepreſenters, as long as they charge 
them with matter of Fat, and can fay ſomething 
they call a Reaſox for't, tho' it be no Reaſon at 
all. | 

This is the Do&rine of the Anſwerer ; and thus is 
the Papift Miſrepreſented contuted. . So that for the 
future the Papiſt, tho' he be expos'd in the moſt 
monſtrous and horrid ſhape tmagtnable, muſt never 
complain of being Miſrepreſented, eſpecially as long 
as thoſe that make the ſhow have Wit and Malice 
enough to give a Reaſon for what they ſay, and can 


fix 1t upon ſome matter of FaCt, but whether right 


or wrong, that's all the ſame. 


But 
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| But now I would willingly know, whether this 
Explication of Mziſrepreſenting be abſolute and ani- 


I 2erſal, in regard to all Nations, Judgments, and Pro- 


ſeſſions ; or only Calculated for the Elevation of 
Popery : So that only Papiſts muſt not think them- 
ſelves Miſrepreſented, when they are thus repreſent- 
ed otherwiſe than they are; but not any others in 
the like Circumſtances. 

I have a hittle Scruple in this Matter, and there- 
fore will explicate my ſelf a little, that I may be 
better inform'd concerning the nature of Miſrepre- 
ſenting. I will for that end beg leave of my A»ſwe- 
rer to propoſe an Example or Two, which may 
ſerve to give me ſome Light into this Aﬀair, Sup» 
poſe therefore that ſome Zealous Brother, that had 
ſeparated from the Church of Eg/ayd, having now 
his Honour and his Intereſt engag'd in the Schiſm, 
to prevent the re-union of his Flock, ſhould make it 
his daily Buſineſs to animate his Followers againſt 


_ the Eſtabliſh'd National Church, by expoſing her 


Doctrine and Practices, and rendring them as odious 
as he can; would it be Miſrepreſenting or no? As 
now, if he ſhould thus in the fervour of Spirit ad- 
dreſs himſelf 'to his Congregation : 


Beloved, beware of the Whore that 
fits upon the Seven Hills ; fly from the 
Abomination of Babylon ; get out of the 
reach of the Dragon; be not contented 


' to get from under his Feet, but ſtand atar 
oft, afar off, Beloved, out of the Swing of 


his Tail : Oh, he has a long Tail, Beloved, 
C a long 
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a long Tail; and do' ye mark me now ? 
there's as much Poiſon 1n his T ail, as in his 
very Teeth. I muſt explicate to you this 
Myſtery. The Dragon's Seat 1s upon the 
top of the Hills, and the poor Papiſts lie 
under his very Noſe. There are ſome 
others, who have had thoughts of with- 
drawing themſelves trom this Place of Ini- 
quity, and have ftep'd a little afide, but 
could never yet bid Adicu to their Capti- 
vity, and theſe are ſach who call themſelves 
Men of the Church of Ergland ; who, 
tho” they have remr'd a little trom the Top 
of the Hill, and are got from under the 
Dragon's Feet, yer they are nor the half: 


way down, bur {tick in the way, and are 


as much under the Power of the Dcagon, 
as if they were under his very Belly. For 
Mark .ye, Beloved, he has. ſuch a Sweep 
with his Tail, that as many as are on the 
Sides of the Hills are till under his Com- 
mand, and breath nothing but the Air of 
the Dragon. Smell ro 'em a little, my 
Dearc{t Saints, and youll foon perceive 


them rank with Popery, and that their De- | 


light 1s in the Fopperies and Abominarions 
of the Whore, and their Marks: are the 
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Marks of the Beaſt. For fee what they are, 


behold their Character, Beloved, 


1. They allow and maintain an intole- 
rable Pride 1n their Prelates,ſetling on them 
large Revenues and State, contrary.to the 
Example of the Apoſtles, who were poor 
and humble, and by the Work of their 
Hands got Bread for themſelves and their 
poor Neighbours. And theſe Prelates are 
verily nothing but Popi/h Prelates, and are 


commanded by their Church to wear the 


| Miter and the Crofter, and the Cope, the 
moſt ſolemn Rags of the Whore: and 
tho! they generally difſemble this Popery in 
their Life-time, excepting only on their 
Coaches, ſo to try 1f they can gain us ; yet 
ou may (ce their Claim to it ar their 
Death ; there being ſcarce any of 'um bu- 
ried, but with the Miter and Crofter on 
their Tombs. |

-'Then 1t-you liſten to them 
in this their Devotion, you will not think 
them to be an Aſſembly of Chriſtians, but 
rather a Confuſion 'of Misbelievers; of all 
ſorrs of Infidelsmet in a Club: There you'l 
hear them with the Per/iaxs crying out to

And this 
Devotion 1s call'd the Canticle of Benedicite, 
taken out of the Apocrypha, which with 
them you may ſee paſles for very good 
Scripture. So that the whole Common- Prayer 
Book,, 1f not worſe, 1s nothing but the 
Maſs-Book in Engliſh. And all the differ: 
ence 1s, that the Mzſal 1s of an Antient 
ſtanding, us'd even in Baſil and Chryſoſtom!s 
time. But: our Common-Prayer Book never 
knew light, till 'twas devis'd under Edward 
VI. And how many alterations has it had 
in this time? Some made by King Edward 
himſelf, ſome by Queen Elizabeth, and ſe 
veral others ſince. Nay have we not ſeen 
Prayers added to this Book, in Thankſg;- 
ving for the Diſcovery of, and Deliverance 
from a. Plot, which now every conſide- 
ring Man has reaſon to belieye to haye 
been no more than a Chimera, and the In- 
yention of Bad Men ?

I fancy, much queſtion this truth, 'who, I belicys 
upon conſideration, will allow, that his Churchimiy 
be eaſily Miſrepreſented, ifevery idle Opinion tohe 
pick'd out of Books, which come forth with an: In 
primatur, were to be inſerted into the Charadter of | 
her Faith. And Icannot but wonder the ' Anſwer 
ſhould urge this diſpute now at this: time, when ye 
have ſeena Book Publiſhed by Authority 'of Pay 
Cardinals, and other Dignitaries,. and.in1..a- partic 
lar manner approv'd by them, and yet queſtion'dby}j - 
ſome as not. Repreſenting the Faith of the Chud 
aright, Methinks, when a Book of this: Authority 
comes to be diſputed as not truly repreſenting, I cat 
not underſtand how every other Author with a pet 
Licence is a ſufficient ground for a Repreſenter, - Bit 
it muſt be ſo to drive the buſineſs 00. When a Pr 
teſtant ſhews forth the Church of Rome, every thin 
that can berak'd out of Books, is authentick enou 
for him to-put into the CharaRer : but when a U 
tholick Prelate expounds the Doctrine of his Chutd 
all the Authority of Pope and Cardinals is not enouyf - 
to ſet him up for a Repreſenter. Belid 
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Beſides the Arch-Biſhop, T produc'd Surclif's Sur- 
vey of Popery, 1n which he had laid to the Papiſts 
charge ſuch Tenets asare offenſive to every Chriſtian 
ear, and as: much deteſted by Papiſts,: as any other 
Society whatſoever. But I did not, it ſeems, ſet 
down his Reaſoxs and his Authoritzes. And this dit- 
covery puts the A»ſwerer upon an outcry againſt the 
Repreſenters honeſty. And yet where the Scandal is 
T cannot find. ForlT undertook for no more, than 
to ſhew the DoCtrines laid by Mr. Suzcl;Ff at the Pa- 
piſts door, and this I did ſincerely in his own words 
and ſenſe; and for his Reaſons they were no concern 
of mine: neither will the 4»ſwerer after all his noiſe, 
put his approbation to them, as far as I ſee ; for ha- 
ving ſumm'd them up, he concludes with this open 
hint, (p. 14.) If ſome Proteſtants have charg'd the 
Dotrines and Pradtices of the Church of Rome with 


ſuch Conſequences as they cannot juſtifie, Wiſer Pro-

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artifice of him, he may then with reaſon cry out of 
curtailing and diſhoxeſty : But at preſent, I think he 
has ſomething to mend at home in this point. And 
for my part, I'le endeavour not to follow ſo ill an 
example. | 

And now at length we are arriv'd to the queſtion 
concerning the Biſhop of Condom, and ſome Points 
treated of by him. The Anſwerer has debated the 
matter in about one Hundred Pages,and fairly invites 
the Repreſenter to diſpute it out. And two powerful 
Arguments he uſes to provoke him to it. The firſt 
is, (Þ. 26.) That there is no reaſon to diſpute it at 
all: But the truth is, ſays he, 7 know no reaſon ther, | 
is for all this diſpute.So that the Repreſenter, if he will 
be advis'd, muſt leave off CharaQter-making, and 
diſpute over an Hundred Pages, becauſe there is u 
reaſon to diſpute, The Second reaſon (2y.) is, be- 
cauſe I was not ſatisfied with his bare telling me, he 
aid not like my Religion, now he will give me ſome 
reaſons for't. And this is a Reaſon like the former. 
For I never was concern'd with his not liking my Re-, 
ligion: I never told him, 7was wot ſatisfied with his 
bare telling me, be did not like it ; that now he ſhould 
pretend for this Reaſon, to give me ſome Reaſons for 
it. All the buſineſs is, diſpute he's reſolv'd, andin it 
muſt tho by head and ſhoulders ; the Repreſenting 
humour do's not pleaſe him, and CharaQter-making is 
an aggrievance,'tis too fair a way of dealing for him, 
and lays too open the Myſtery of Iniquity: and there- 
fore he has no better way to quit himſelf of his 
trouble, than to draw me into an Ocean of Diſputes, 
that ſo Repreſenting may beat an end. 

Thus he labours to change the Scene,and to tempt 
me out the way ; but his weighty Reaſons do not 
york ſo powertully, as to render me uncapable + re- 

ſting 
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fiſting. And therefore till we have other two reaſons 


given, I'le be no other than Repreſenter ſtill. My buſi- 


- neſs is matter'of Fatt,and not of Right,or de jure; and 


ſince he has bulkt our his Anſwer, with Nine Sheets 


_ of the Fitteen,fill'd up with an occaſtonal difconrſe, T'le 


take the freedom gravely to turn over thoſe his hun- 
dred Occa/tonal Pages. Thol fear he'll rake it 1]1, but 
cannot help him.We Wiſe Converts do not love to go 
our of our way, but upon very good grounds ; and 
therefore if the two Reaſons he has given for this at 
preſent, do not move us, 'tis becauſe they are too ſub- 
lime, and not ſuited to our Capacity. | 

But however, he requires fatisfaftion as to the 
Points he has there handled, and I ſhall remit him to- 
ſuch Books in which theſe Controverſies have been 
diſcuſs'dat large. And for my ſelf ſhall fit down conten- 
ted withthe Title he often allows me of aRepreſenter. 
And as to the Biſhop of Condom, to whom I appeal'd 
for the juſtifying the Charafer of the Papiſt Repre- 
ſented, he has undertaken his own Vindication, and 
needs not the aſſiſtance of another hand. 

All the conceral have, is to declare, that to aſ- 
ſent to the Catholick Faith, as expounded by this 
Prelate, is ſufficient for any to be receiv'd into the 
Communion of our Church ; we require no other 


terms. And if the-A»ſwerer finds difterent explicati- 
_ ons given by Be/larmine and others; tho' the Books 


are approv'd,yet there's no obligation of being of their 
mind in things that are diſputed amongſt Divines. 
Tis in vain therefore to clamour againſt the Opini- 
ons of Be/armine,of Suarez, Scotas, &c, as looſe, ex- 
travagant, harſh or unſavoury, &c. Since it ſuffices 
tor Catholick Communion to ſubſcribe to the Points 
treated by M. Congom in the ſenſe he has expoun ded 
them ; if they are more ſoft 'or {weer, than has hi- 
thertg 
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"therto been apprehended or deliver'd formerly by 
others, let them but be receiv'd in that ſoft and reg 
manner,.and:no more is requir'd. 113 

'Tistherefore nothing more than a Cavil,to queſtion 
whether Bellarmine and other eminent approv'd Aus : 
thors, are not as authentic a Rule forthe Expoſition 
of the Council of Trent and the Catholick Faith} 
as the Biſhop of Condom. We have no concern in. 
theſe Compariſons. ' Our whole buſineſs is only this; 

Whether the embracing the Catholick Faith, as Ex 
pounced by the Biſhop of Condom, be ſufficient for: 4. 
Perſon to be receiv'd into the Communion of out 
Church. And fince this is evidently ſo, and that-all- 
thoſe that believe thus are aQually acknowledge( 
Members of this Church upon this aſſent, what needs. 
the Repreſenter, who follows his: Explication, any 
farther Apology ? If any Perſon therefore mayy be 
thus-recetv'd a*Member of our Church, ie 
terns Thave-propos'd-in the matters there handled] z 
have:Repreſented the Papi/t aright. And amongſt i 
the Arguments that have been publiſh'd, only tho 
have belong'd to me, which endeavour to ſhew the ] 
falſity of this. "Tis no wonder therefore I have 
wav'd the conſideration of many things; that bt 
been publiſh'd againſt me under the Title of an 2 

ſwer; fince of the Forty - Sheets that have coms 
upon this Etrand into the World, there has not beat 
three, but what have forgot their Buſineſs they we 

ſent upon. 1f it be'an Omiſſion therefore not Ke Ri 
turn an Anſwer. to ſuch things as are not ſpoken to 
me, 'tis eaſily making a Liſt of Omiſſions. But letms 
fee where it-has'been prov'd, that*ris not ſufficient 
for-a Catholick to believe 'as I have propos'd, as : 
thoſe Particulars. And if it has had no Anke l 
ſhall have one. 
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
